WMhlngton, June 24. 
Thé protest 
from Japan tn connection with the Ha* 
wallan treaty, which waa received by 
the senate committee oh foreign affalra 
jreaterday, iscoiuiidered In a more Mrloua 
llffht than was at firàt made apparent, 
and the committee took exceptional pre­ 
cautions to prevent the publication of 
Its procaedinffs. The protest was ac­ 
cepted as almost an ultimatum on 
Japan's part to the effect that the treaty 
must not be perfected. It Is. not a pro­ 
test against the form of the document, 
as had been supposed in some quarters, 
but against the document 
Itself—or 
rather against the transaction as being 
opposed to Japan’s Interest. The specific 
reason alleged for the protest Is that 
the consummation of the agreement be­ 
tween Hawaii and the United States 
would disl/ürb the existing trade rela­ 
tions of the north Pacific and nullify 
treaty rights. 


Jap Knows Just What Ho Wants. 


The protest is in such definite terms 
and 
Is. directed so squarely 
at the 
transaction as to cause the committee 
to feel that the entire matter should 
be handled with the utmost circum­ 
spection, as the only way tn which com­ 
plications of a serious nature can be 
avoided. While there Is no disposition 
on the part of a majority of the com­ 
mittee to weaken In its support'of the 
treaty, there is ,a general feeling that 
the friendly relations wHlch have al­ 
ways existed between Japan and the 
United States call for great deliberation 
and especial care in proceeding in the 
matter. 
Hence the appointment of a 
sub-committee to consider all the de­ 
tails, the decision to keep the proceed­ 
ings of the committee from the public, 
and the probability that the committee 
may not be able to report during the 
present session of congress. 


W ill Try the £ffect o f Persaaslon. 
With reference to this latter point It 
may be stated as extremely probable 
that the matter will be held in abeyance 
by the sub-committee 
until congress 
convenes in regular session next De­ 
cember for the double purpose of per­ 
mitting the committee to make its in­ 
vestigation as thorough as possible, and 
to permit the executive to exert its best 
efforts through the use of diplomacy to 
persuade Japan of the unwisdom of her 
course. 
It is understood in this con­ 
nection that this delay is in accordance 
with the wishes of the administration 
as intimated to members of the senate. 
If She Whs Only One of Our m»«. 


The opinion was expressed in the com­ 
mittee that a document of the character 
of that flled by Japan would, if pres­ 
ented by a nation more nearly the equal 
of the United States, lead to very seri­ 
ous diflficultles, but there is a general 
desire to extend unusual consideration 
towards the Asiatic state, not only be­ 
cause of the uniformly friendly rela­ 
tions existing 
between that 
country 
and 
this, 
but also 
because it 
is 
felt 
that 
Japan's 
success 
In her 
war 
with 
China 
may 
have 
had 
the effect of arousing a spirit of com­ 
bativeness which is not warranted, in 
the opinion of the members of the com­ 
mittee, by her relative size and im­ 
portance as compared with the United 
States. 


Morgan*» StrMtegicnl B»wail«n Bill. 


Morgan yesterday introduced a bill 
for the annexation of the Hawaiian isl­ 
ands. The bill provides that the islands 
shall becpme a territory of the United 
States in accordance with the terms of 
the recently negotiated treaty. The date 
set for the extension of the laws of this 
country over the islands is the 4th of 
March, 189S, but It is specifically pro­ 
vided that they may be put in force at 
an earlier day If congress so directs. In 
reply to a question Morgan said that 
his bill was Intended to carry the an­ 
nexation treaty Into execution in case 
it should be ratified by the senate, or 
to provide for Its ratification by the 
Joint action of the two houses in case 
the senate should refuse to act. ‘‘The 
treaty," said the senator, “can be ratified 
In this form by a majority vote In each 
of the two houses, thus avoiding the 
necessity for securing two-thirds of the 
senate as would be required If the m at­ 
ter should be passed upon by that body 
alone.”

Stewart thought these erltlclama ^

Quay made a strong effort to have the

Kothing in a ahip baoomaa ao oloiély 
IdeoMfled with her throughout her 
whbkii career as the ship’s bell Officers 
and crew coma and go; maat«, decks, 
engines and boilers become old and ara 
replaced by new ones; but from the day 
that she first glides into the WAter the 
same ship’s bell remaina alwuys a part 
of her, marking her progress all over the 
world, and finally going down with 
her to a lonely grave at tbe bottom of 
tbe sea, or surviving her as a cherished 
souvenir of her existence and achieve­ 
ments. On a man-of-war the bell is 
usually inscribed with her name and 
the date of her launching, and as it is 
probable that it may some day become 
a memento of a glorious history the bell 
is oft^ the subject of special care in 
CMting or selection. 
Sometimes the 
hundreds of workmen who have built 
the great ship contribute each a silver 
coin to be melted and molded into a 
bell, whicb shall be the token of their 
love for the object of their creation and 
their interest in her future career. Of­ 
ten the people of the city or state after 
which a man-of-war is named may pre­ 
sent to her a magnificent bell, appropri­ 
ately ornamented and inscribed with 
words of good will and good wishes. 
Snob a bell is usually presented with 
ceremony after the ship goes into com­ 
mission. 


Ships’ bells in general are made of 
bronze, like other bells. The addition 
of silver in their composition gives 
them a peculiarly clear and musical 
tonft They are placed in such a posi­ 
tion on the opper deck that they may 
be heard from one end of the ship to 
the o^er and are osoally near the 
mainmast or at the break of the fore­ 
castle. Onepecoliarity exists in a ship’s 
bell which is necessary on accoont of 
her motion at sei^ The tongoe is hong 
so that it can swing in only one direc 
tion. If it were not so, the bell woold 
be continoally ringing as the ship roll­ 
ed and pitched The direction in which 
tbe tongoe can swing is another impor­ 
tant point. If it were athwartsbips, tbe 
bell would ring at every heavy roll of 
the ship, and if it were fore and aft the 
bell would ring at every deep pitch, so 
tbe direction in which the tongoe can. 
■wing is nearly half way around be­ 
tween these twa

To take tbe SO atoty steel frame 
buildiog and think it out for itaelf is to 
b ^ n with that buildtaig of Chioiigoin 
which tbe panels between the uprights 
of the steel franM are filled with thin 
iron, juat as theymight have been filled 
with pasteboard or leather. 
Such 
building baa no walla. The spaces be­ 
tween the constructional uprights and 
horiaontals are simply filled, partly 
with glass, partly with an cqitaqne 
aereen. That is tbe logical beginning of 
the new tradition, and if the designers 
will take that up and work at it, they 
may, in the' course of tbe century, de 
velop a new style of architecture. There 
is little chance, apparently, of tbat be­ 
ing done. Instead of tbat, each designer 
is applying to ^is own tall building the 
forms which j k finds in books or as 
used in bis <^n practice on buildings 
of a far diffelent character, these previ 
ous buildings having been designed 
themselves by reference to books rather 
than under the sway of tradition. 


In short, no man can say that he has 
learned of his predecessors any safe aud 
certain way of i|oing at his work, aud 
the consequence is that those conditions 
under which alone' can the design of 
any building be made successful are 
wanting. Since the world began no 
man has ever designed a good building 
independently of tradition. It is as cer­ 
tain that, no man ever will do ao as it 
is certain tbat no man will build a good, 
swift, large freight carrying ship with­ 
out having consulted the lines of other 
ships not quite so highly developed.—
